By 1957, American p rivate cap ital had invest­ 
ed about $1.200.000,000 in British manufacturing 
industries and the increase was showing 10 to 12 
p er cent a year. Although this investment is now 
large, it has been contiguously growing since 1856. 
Prior to that the movement was entirely the other 
way around, namely, that the British were invest­ 
ing treely in American industries, many oi our 
most imp ortant ones having been founded by 
British cap ital. The 1856 p eriod is set because in 
that year, five p artners of the firm of J. Ford and 
Comp any of New Brunswick, New Jersey, set up 
a vulcanized rubber p lant in Edinburgh. 
Money always flows where money can more 
readily or more satisfactorily be earned. Money 
"has neither conscience nor p atriotism but func­ 
tions mechanically with the objective of earning 
more money. When too much of it flows out of a 
country it is called a “flight of cap ital." The cur­ 
rent flow of American money to Great Britain is 
evidence that a better return can be obtained on 
the investment, with equal safety or better. Cer­ 
tainly Americans can do bettter in certain p hases 
ot exp ort under British than under American a r ­ 
rangements, p articularly in dealing with the rem ­ 
nants of the old Emp ire or the jiewer Common­ 
wealth.

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STEEL’S CHALLENGE 
The United States has for decades been 
preeminent in the field of steel manufac­ 
ture. Now, according to a group of Ameri­ 
can steel men recently returned from a tour 
of Russian steel mills, the American indus­ 
try is faced with a serious* challenge to its 
dominant world position. 
According to A. S. Glossbrenner, the 
spokesman for this group, Russian steel 
production has tripled in the last 10 y ears. 
There is ev idence that the capacity of the 
Sov iet industry is ex ceeding present Sov iet 
consumer demand. This has prov ided Rus­ 
sian ex porters with a surplus for disposi­ 
tion in world markets. 
It is this that especially worries Ameri­ 
can steel men. They called attention to the 
fact that the Russian state-owned alum­ 
inum industry , by its recent action in the 
world market, was able to cause the price 
of that metal in this country to drop by 
two cents per pound. This could probably 
happen to steel, should the Russians choose 
to increase their ex ports. 
Economists note that the American steel 
industry is becoming a high-cost industry . 
Whether this is due to wage increase made 
without a commensurate increase in pro­ 
ductiv ity has been heav ily argued. 
But 
the industry must keep its costs low lest 
it find only the U. S. market, protected by 
tariff, open to it. 
The threat to the American steel industry 
is real. Sov iet capacity will total 6 0 million 
tons this y ear. This is about 25 million 
tons less than the U. S. mills ex pect to pro­ 
duce in the same period. We hav e the ex ­ 
ample of what has happened in the past 
to some European industry , v itiated by high 
costs and kept aliv e only by gov ernment 
subsidy and cartelization. While the U. S. 
steel industry is far from that ev il plight, 
it has its big challenge y et to meet.

At best, they 
involve the sale of commodities, identically made, 
often by the same ownership , in identical markets 
in countries foreign to each manufacturer. The 
comp etitors of both the United States and Great 
Britain are West Germany and Jap an in many 
lines of exp ort goods. There is no reason why the 
Soviet Universal state should not successfully 
enter the field of heavy machinery exp orts and 
that such countries as Poland. Czechoslovakia 
and Red China should not, ir» *a few' years, become 
comp etitors in many fields, including consumers’ 
goods in the same market. Thus the .p rice range 
for identical goods will be enormous, low-waged 
countries having a natural advantage over higher- 
waged countries. 
The Soviet Universal State, which consists of 
Soviet Russia, Red China, aqd all the satellites 
of each of them, in the field'of economic acts on 
a unified p olicy, generally stated in resolutions at 
Party Congresses and imp lemented for all by an 
executive body resident in the Kremlin. Thus, it 
was p ossible for Nasser of Egyp t to make a p o­ 
litical agreement wdth the Kremlin, relating to 
an exchange of Egyp tian cotton, most of which 
went to Poland, for arms, p lanes, etc., most of 
which came from Czechoslovakia. 
This fact alone gave evidence of an economic 
union such as does not exist among the Western 
p owers. Even the Europ ean Economic Community, 
if it functioned most satisfactorily, couuld not 
p roduce a similar economic strength based on a 
p olitical agreement. On the other hand, an eco­ 
nomic union cf the United States and Great 
Britain and the Commonwealth countries could 
develop an economic strength which would over­ 
come anything that the Soviet Universal State 
could 
p roduce in any reasonable p eriod, and 
would p ossess the flexibility which is now charac­ 
teristic of Soviet Russia’s invasion of cap italist 
economics. 
It is doubtful whether governments or bank­ 
ers are ready for such an economic union of the 
Anglo-Saxon 
countries. Governments are con­ 
cerned with the p op ularity of issues among those 
who have the most votes and may be governed 
by the most p rejudices. Bankers, on the other 
hand, are generally concerned with small p rofits 
to themselves that satisfy their 
b g o but which 
may be great losses from a national historical 
standp oint. Bankers, in p articular, are menaces 
to any sane solution to historical p roblems be­ 
cause national solvency might involve an eco­ 
nomic step backward to accomp lish two step s for­ 
ward in the distant future. The p ractical man 
worries about the p resent not the future which 
however catches up with him very quickly. 
It is a curiosity of American life that so few 
bankers have p layed a leading role in the de­ 
velop ment of this country and today when eco­ 
nomic thinking is essential, they hardly p lay any 
p art.

Two Differen t Views 
“ I do n ot, by an y mean s, decry 
in telligen t qu estion in g an d criti­ 
cism of an y particu lar poin t. Bu t 
when it comes to the policy that 
is bein g established, I thin k it has 
been stan din g pretty well on its 
own feet for a lon g time.” 
Du lles told his n ews con feren ce 
the day before: “I do n ot thihk 
that it is wise that cu rren t aspects 
of foreign , policy shou ld be in ject­ 
ed in the campaign . I thin k there 
are some basic problems of for­ 
eign policy which can be hscu ssed 
in terms of u n derly in g prin ciples.” 
That wou ld seem to leav e Re­ 
pu blican an d Democratic orators 
in the con gression al campaign in 
a dilemma. If they discu ss cu rren t 
aspects, it wou ld be all right with 
Eisen hower bu t n ot with Du lles. 
If they talk abou t established ba­ 
sic policy , Eisen hower might ob­ 
ject bu t n ot Du lles.

A sports commodity that once was taken for granted in 
Kingston— professional basketball— returns to our town Friday 
night at the Kate W alton field house. 
The Philadelphia Warriors and the Sy racuse Nationals are 
here for an ex hibition game sponsored by Kingston Post, Ameri­ 
can Legion, as a fund raising project replacing the traditional 
Legion Ball. 
W ith owner Eddie Gottleib likely to be in town, it isn’t dif­ 
ficult to recall another era when Gottleib’s Philadelphia Sphas 
(representing the South Philadelphia Hebrew' Association) were 
the scourge of J ohn O'Brien’s old American League. That was 
before the Basketball Association of America and the later 
amalgamation that produced the National Basketball Association, 
strongest professional circuit in history . 


Gottleib belongs to the legends of pro basketball. He has 
surv iv ed all his competitors, including, of course, the late 
Frank “ Pop” Morgenwack. He comes to town with a new 
coach, Al (The Digger) C’f\rv i, who made Sy racuse one of the 
hotbeds of the NBA. And the cast at Cerv i’s disposal, once 
Neil J ohnston Is returned to full strength, could restore the 
NBA title to Philadelphia. 
The old timers remember Gottleib for his fabulous pre­ 
war combination of Cy Kaselman, Shlky Gotthoffer, Moe Gold­ 
man, Bed Wolfe, Inky Lautman, Red Rosen and others, but 
colorful and powerful as they were in their time, they would 
hav e to be rated a distant second to the current Warrior 
machine.

Cerv i 
lias a role in pro basketball simillar to that of Casey Stengel 
with the New York Yankees. The Digger is part of the pack­ 
age for the fans, the press and radio. One cannot be separated 
from the other. Both are terrific personalities who stir fans 
and opponents alike. Cerv i’s attitude is contagious and it could 
ev en make Warrior fans ev en more rabid than they are ordi­ 
narily .

Cervi has signed a two-y ear pact with the W arriors so he’ll be 
around next y ear when, and if, W ilt Cham berlain is around. W ith 
CTnamberlain meshing with Messrs. Johnston, Sauldsberry , Gola, 
Grabosk i, George, Arizin et al. it could be within Cervi's reach to 
coach one of the all-tim e great professional bask etball teams. 
Meanwhille, Sy racuse has a collection of stars that are w'orth 
the price of admission alone, notably Dolph Schay es, form er N.Y.U. 
sta r who was snubbed by the New York Knick erbock ers but went 
on to become the highest scorer in NBA history . And a laddie by 
the name of Ed Conlin. who has local roots, having spent part of 
his boy hood in the W ilbur section.
